But, upon one of the prisoners lean- 
ing over the bed, he noticed that the 
preathing of the sick man had stopped. 
He leaned further forward, touched the 
closed eyes, and then, straightening up, 
said that “Old Bill”’ Miner was dead. 

“Ola Bill” died something like Old 
Jose Sedley. A morning simply came 
when his eyes could not open to the 
light of day, and his lips could utter 
no sound. He was an old man Who had 
lived out his days, and had lain down 
wearily to sleep. 

His death was as uneventful and as 
quiet as his life had been unusi‘al and | 
stirring. 

He seemed three weeks ago to feel the 
approach of death, and to accept the 
thought that his days were near their 
end. Soon afterward he became uncon- 
scious and lay in a stupor from which 
there seemed no chance for him to re- 
vive. But for just a day or two he 
regained consciousness, his strength re- 
turned, and it seemed that “Old Bill,” 
indomitable to the last, would yet fight 
off death. 

But his rally was only for the time 
being. His new store of strength failed, 
and, like the old man that he was, he 
lapsed back into unconsciousnes and be- 
gan to fail, hour by hour. 

CHAINED UNTO DEATH. 

The cause of his death was gastritis, 
which was brought on by brackish water 
which he drank upon his last escape, 
when he sought concealment in a swamp 
and lived there for several days. 

He was never himself after this ex- 
perience, although he still cherished the 
hope of a third escape. He would not 
permit the chains to be taken from his 
ankles, because the condition for their 
removal was his word not again to at- 
tempt escape. 

Probably his years weighed as light 
upon “Old Bill” Miner as upon any man 
whoever maintained his illusions and his 
good humor into old age. At seventy- 
one he still cherished the vain hope of 
escaping a third time and of making 
his way to Europe, there to-rob the 
Paris to Constantipole express, as it 
passed along the Mediterranean coast. 
Furthermore, despite old age, despite | 
the sickness brougnt on by his days of | 
concealment in the swamp, he maintain- 
ed an endearing cheerfulness. 

A FRIEND TO ALL. 

His boastful claim was that no man 
whom he came to know could refuse to 
be friends with him; and he proved this 
boast at the prison. He was not only 
a highwayman who robbeé coaches ana 
trains in every state in the union and

When Diggs was on trial it was on 
the slight figure of the Warrington girl 
that his attorneys tried to place the 
burden, Caminetti, however, announced 
before his trial began that he would not 
pursue a similar course with Miss: Nor- 
ris; that he would make no effort te 
controvert her story of their relations. 

Throughout Miss Norris’ ordeal on the 
witness stand yesterday, she gave no 
hint of resentment toward the man 
whom she said had accomplished her 
downfall. She\denied that she still cared 
for him, but her testimony indicated no 
desire for any: reprisal, She even ad- 
mitted that she had made this statement 
to a friend: 

“I do not see how any testimony I 
could give could hurt Drew, for he never 
did anything 1 asked him not to do, or 
that 1 did not want to de.”

CORPORATION TAXES ARE 
POURING INTO TREASURY 


Date for Payment Sept. 1. 
Over $600,000 Paid in Dur- 
ing Short Time 


The clerks in the state treasurer's 
office are being kept busy now receiv- 
ing special corporation taxes. The date 
for the payment of these taxes was 
September 1, but the corporations are 
allowed ten days’ grace. Already more 
than $600,000 has been paid in. This 
year the special corporation taxes will 
amount to $725,416.18, a gain of about 
$30,000 over last year. Most of these 
taxes are paid by the railroads and oth- 
er public utility corporations. . 

Heretofore these taxes were not paid 
until December, but the 1912 Legisla- 
ture passed a law providing for them 
to be paid on September 1.

will be due on December 20.

| The Point of Bergson s Philosophy| 


a 
Forty or more years ago Huxley made the striking 


statement that if he could have known all the. facts 


connected with the existence of the primeval nebula 
out of which the earth finally evolved, he would have 
been able to predict from them the exact State of the 
British Isles on a given day. 

That meant, of course, that the universe was simply 
a machine. Set it running and you could tell in ad- 
vance exactiy what it would produce. 

This is what Henri Bergson (the much discussed 
French philosopher) would deny. He would insist that 
there is abundant evidence to show ‘that the knowledge 
of all the facts about the nebula wouldn’t give a basis 
for a long Cistance foreccst about the British Isles, for 
the simple reason that the universe is not a machine. 

There are many considerations, he would Say, to 
indicate that life is a creative process—that there is no 
way of telling where it will come out. His philosophy 
is embodied in the popular refrain: 

1 don’t know where I’m going, 
But I’m on my way. 

Certain aspects of life, to be sure. 
into machines for temporary uséful purposes. For in- 
stance, we may take for granted a world of atoms 
which always act in accordance with certain definite 
laws. But we don’t even know that the atom exists, 
and while science is indispensable for practical pur- 
poses, We must take care how we permit it to explain 
the whole meaning of existence. 

As for the stream of life. which in its various as- 
peets constitutes the real worid of Bergson, he would 
insist that it is more*than mere knowledge. The intel- 
lect is an instrument developed for, practical purposes. 
Its use is essential. Thinking is not to be banished by 
Bergson. Only by thought can the value of intuitive 
ideas be tested. Set out to write an article, for in- 
stance. All sorts of ideas relating to the subject cho- 
sen may come boiling up in your mind. But only 
through the intellect can you distinguish the good from 
the bad. 

Bergson's point is that the significance of life comes 
to one through art. music, poetry—through moments 
of insight—as well as through the exercise of reason. 

An interesting and fairly simple account of Berg- 
son's system may be found.in two inexpensive little 
books, both published by the Dodge Publishing compa-, 
ny, New York. One is H. Wildon Carr's “Henri Berg- 
son: The Philosophy of Change,” the other, “Bergson,” 
by Joseph Solomon.—Kansas City Star,
